Most of the following data was given to me by my father during his life- 
tins and is batwe assembled by Cheatee W. Rogers whose father was Aaron W. 
Rogers, whose father was Zack Rogers, whose father was Samuel Rogers, whose 
father was Zachariah \(Zack?) Rogers who came from North Carolina and settled 
in or near Pensacola, Fla. about the year 1775 and married a Spanish-Indian 
Woman by the name of Betsy Carr and they later moved to the South West corner 
of Choctaw County, Alabama near the Alabama-Nississippi state line between 
Isney, Alabama and Waynesboro, lississippi. It is assumed that he settled 
on a farm in that locality. He was my Great-Great Grandfather. Eis son, 
Samuel Rogers, who was my Great Crandfather, married an orphan girl by the 
name of Liza Harrell and it is supposed that he was a farmer also and lived 
in the vicinity of the Alabama-~Mississippi state line near his father. His 
son, Zack Rogers, who ae my Grandfather, married Martha Elliott, who was ny 
Grandmother, at Silas, Ala., August 29, 1860, and settled on a farm south of 
Silas and near a village named Redemption but was changed to Cullomburg, 
Alabama later, Ny Grandmother Rogers dachec’s mame was David Ellfott and 
was my Great Grandfather, and her mother’s name was Mary Morgan Elliott and 
vas ty Great Grandmother. My Grandmother Rogers was born in Randolph County, 
Georgia. 

My Grandfather Zack Rogers was in the Civil War about four years and was in 
the Forty Day Siege at Vicksburg, Miss. in trenches and surrounded by Federal

The Doggette family lived 
in the West edge of Choctaw County in the vicinity of Water Valley and Marvin, 
Ala., which is several miles West of Gilbertown, Ala.

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RAMIFICATIONS 
OF 
CHESTER W. ROGERS 


Oldest child born Dec. 19, 1889 to Aaron W. and Lucinda Etta (Dogpette) kogers. 
Place of birth was about two miles North of Koenton, Ala., Washington County. 
Was born in a one room split log house and the kitchen was in another one room 
log house nearby. 


My first schooling was at Rescuville, Ala. I lived with my Grandpa Rogera 
two winters and went to school. Attended school at Chalk Hill Church several 
years and one year at Koenton, Ala. 


We lived in the prarie hill area in the Northern edge of Washington County 
mtil I was 13 years of age. In Jan. 1903 we moved to a farm in sandy land about 
two miles Weat of Healing Springs, Ala., which was bought from a man named Causey 
who was a minister. ; “ 

Attended school at Shady Grove, which was about one and one-half miles West 
of home, until I completed Elementary School. 


Attended Healing Springs High School from 1905 through Uay 1909. Completed 
High School in a class vith Allie Taylor, Winton Carlton and a “Mr. Greer, an 
elderly person. Took Teacher's Examination at St. Stephens and received a Third 
Grade Teacher's Certificate which I never used, 


In tbe Fall of 1909 Winton Carlton and I entered Auturn (A.P.I.). I entered 
@ three year special course in Civil Fngineering and Winton Carlton tock Electrical 
Enginecring. Completed the course in early June of 1912. Worked with Dallas 
County Engineering Party in the summer of 1911. After finishing at Auburn in 1912 
I worked for Prof. G. N. Mitchum, Prof. of Civil Engineering at Auburn about one 
month making a survey for street improvement in the town of Cpelika about five 
miles Kast of Auburn. 


About the first of July 1912 I went to work for Elmore County under the Comty 
Engineer as an Inspector on the grading and graveling of County Roads. In October 
1912 resigned from Elmore County and began working for J. G. Brown, a road building 
contractor, as foreman. 


In December 1912 I moved the Contractor's Road Grading Outfit to Maplesville, 
Ala., Chilton County. After completing the contract there, I moved the outfit to 
Montgomery in the Spring of 1913 to grade and improve subdivision property in 
Cloverdale. From the time I began working for the contractor I lived in camp 
(Tents) as did all workman. While I was camped in Cloverdale I contracted Typhoid 
Fever and spent 30 days in St. HMargarett's Hospital {in Montgomery. 


In the Fall of 1913 I moved the grading outfit to Lowndes County and praded a 
road between Haynesville and Magnolia. In March 1914 the grading outfit was moved 
back to Montgomery to improve more subdivision property. The contractor I was 
working for lived in Hontgomery, Ala., and the outfit referred to consisted of 
20 mules, machinery and labor necessary to do the work. 
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In late March of 1914 I resigned as ‘foreman for J. G. Brown and went to 
DeFuniack Springs, Fla. and bargained to buy a moving picture show. I operated 
the show about three months and went broke. Closed the show and began working 
for the Central Alabama Construction Co. at Bonifay, Fla. The Company was 
organized by A. S. Noble and A. L. Byrd who IT knew at school while I was at 
Auburn, Ala. I began work for the Company as foreman, 


In Jan. 1915 another foreman named John Gaddis and I moved two grading outfits 
from Bonifay, Fla. to Luverne, Ala. in Crenshaw County to build some roads. In 
July of this year I moved one grading outfit to Lamison, Ala, in Wilcox County to 
grade the road from Kimbrough North through Lamison to a point about two miles 
North of Flatwood. 


On July 4, 1916 and as we were packing to move the outfit to Clarke County, a 
flood cane and washed away railroad and road bridges and our moving was delayed 
until repairs were made. The outfit was moved to Fulton, Ala, to grade the road 
from Fulton to Grove Hill, Ala. During the time I was on this project I met the 
girl who became my wife April 14, 1920, Adele Williamson. 

After the contract in Clarke County was completed I moved the cutfit to : 
Centerville, Tenn. where A. L. Byrd joined me.ta build some roads in a mountainous 
area. In August 1917 A. L. Byrd, a partner in the construction Company, took over 
the outfit and remained im Tennessee and I was transferred to Maxie, Miss., 
lecated about 20 miles South of Hsttiesburg, Mies. to take charge of another 
grading outfit owned by the company and finish a project partly completed by 
another foreman who resigned. I was still working for the Central Alabama Conetruc- 
tion Co. and as a silent partner for some time. Worked in Forest County and in the 
vicinity of Haxie and Brookhaven, Mias. from August 1917 to April 1918 on road and 
bridge construction. 


In early April 1918 I was notified to report for military service in the Arny. 
Reported for uilitary service on April 25, 1918 and spent three months in Camp 
Jackson in South Carolina in an Army Training Camp. On leaving Camp. Jackson I 
spent one week in Camp Mill, Long Island, XN. Y. before sailing for Europe. On 
Auguat 5, 1918 we boarded the troop transport ship Acquetania carrying 5000 
soldiers without a convoy and landed at Liverpool, England Auguat 12, 1918. 
while crossing the Atlantic I developed an acute case of Bronchitis and was 
hospitalized for two or three days. We were transported across England frou 
Liverpool to South Hampton by rail. A few days later we sailed from South Hampton 
across the English Channel under the cover of night without any light on board 
ship on account of submarines and landed at Cherburg, France. We. were transported 
from Cherburg by rail in box cars to a heavy artillery (6") training camp at 
Valdshon, France. Within a few days I was assigned to an Artillery School. About 
one week later I developad a case of Humps and spent one month fn an Army Hospital. 
On leaving the Hospital I returned to the Artillery Training School. When the 
Training School period was over and the Target Practice on the Firing Range was 
completed, the Brigade was moved to a nearby French village and began packing to 
move to the front line of the front line of World War One Theater when the Armistice 
was signed on Nov. 11, 1918. To this date we had lived in Army barracks.. 
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Soon after the Armistice the Brigade, (1500 men) was moved to the village of 
St. Flinn, France. Here we were billeted in barns and elept on hay and had very 
little heat. Took long hikes each day for exercise and did guard duty. 


In Jan. 1919 I took a 7-day leave and spent it in Niemes, France. About the 
first of March one other soldier named Gensburger from Butte, Mont and I were 
sent’ to a French University at Toulouse, France for four months, The Brigade I 
was in renained in St. Blinn but returned to the States about July 1, 1919. While 
in Toulouse I shared a room in a French home with two other soldiers. Attended 
classes daily and made week-end trips to various points of interest along the 
Southern coast of France to Italy, to the Pyernees Mountains and a trip to Paris. 


In July 1919 we began our journey back towards the U.S. Sailed from St. 
Razair France about the middle of Jnly and made the trip fn 12 days and landed 
on the coast of New Jersey. Traveled from there by Pullman train to Camp Cordon 
near Atlanta, Ca. Was discharged from the Army on August 1, 1919. After getting 
home I spent a few days there and at Hattiesburg, Hiss. 


Sept. l, 1919 I went to work for Myers Construction Co. near Hattiesburg, who 
had bought the Central Alabama Construction Company after the company went broke 
during the war. Lost what I had invested in the Central Alabama Construction Co. 
as a silent partner. 


After coupleting the contract near Hattiesburg, I moved the grading outfit to 
Hendenhall, Hiss. for a few months during the winter. About the firet of March 
1920 I moved the outfit to another projact near Centerville, Miss. in Amit County. 


On April 14, 1920 I married Adele Williamson, Fulton, Ala., Clarke County, 
Ala. Spent honeymoon in Mobile and various towns in Miss. and returned to Caup 
near Centerville and set up housekeeping. In July I developed Yellow Jaundice 
and was pretty aick for several weeks. 


In Nov. 1920 canp was moved from Centerville to a project South of Popularville, 
Miss, 


On Jan. 7, 1921 my oldest living brother, Roscoe, died in a Veterans Hospital in 
Philadelphia from being gassed in France in World War One. Returmed to Ala. for 
the funeral. Reported back to camp near Poplarville but remained there only a short 
time. The labor situation was bad and [I decided camp life was not desirable for a 
married man. Worked for Myers Const. Co. from Sept. 1919 to the end of Jan. 1921. 
Have lived in camp (Tents) from the Fall of 1912 wtil Jan. 1921 except for the 
fifteen months spent in the Army. 


Went to Hobile, Ala. the first of February 1921 and began working for Mobile 
County as Assistant County Engineer under §. M. Adams from Feb. 1921 to Dec. 15, 1921. 


On Dec. 16, 1921 I began working for Ala. Highway Department as Resident Engineer 
en a concrete paving project in Mobile from Catherine Street through Toulsinville 
and Prichard to Chickasaw. When this project was completed in August of 1922 1 was 
transferred to Selma, Ala., where the Highway Department Fourth Division Office was 
located, as Reaident Enpineer on a three eile conerere paving project from Selma 
towards Montgowery and one mile of paving from Selwa West towards Marion Juaction. 
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This project wae completed in April 1924, Oa March 1, 1924 I was transferred to 
Tuscaloosa, Ala. for the purpose of paving one mile of street from the University 
tovards birmingham and approximately one and one half mile of concrete paving from 
the Warrior River bridge through Northport to the High School. This project was 
completed in Sept. 1924, All projects referred to above vere built by private 
contractors, 


The latter part of Sept. 1924 I was transferred to Stockton in Baldwin County 
to complete a grading, drainage and bridge project already under construction 
between Stockton and Little River. I remained at Stockton as Project Engineer 
watil July 1925 when I was transferred to Mobile to be Project Engineer on the 
grading and paving, with concrete, of the road from the West end of Covernment 
Street to Theodore, Ala. Another engineer finished the project in Baldwin County. 
When the Mobile-Theodore project was completed in April 1927 I mowed to Marion, 
Ala. in Perry County for the purpose of paving, with concrete, the main North and 
South Street from the North city limit to the South city limit, a distance of two 
miles, The Marion project was completed in August 1927 and I was transferred to 
Mobile te be Project Engineer on the paving (concrete) of the section of U.S. 90 
between Theodore and Grand Bay, Ala. The road had been graded and drained under a 
previous contract. The project was completed in Nov. 1927 and I moved to Bay ' 
Minette, Ala. to be Project Engineer for placing concrete pavement on U.S. 31 
between Bay Minette and Perdido, a distance of twelve miles. When the paving 
project was completed in Kov. 1928, I was transferred to Mobile as Project Engineer 
on the construction of the road from Chickasaw North to Calwert. This was a grad- 
ing, drainage and paving project. Eefore this project was completed a contract 
was let for grading, drainage and bridges on the road from Toulminville to Citronelle 
and I was assigned to this project as Project Engineer also. Before the Toulminville- 
Citronelle project was completed, the Chickersaw-—Calvert project waz completed and in 
late 1930 construction started on the Crichton via Semmes, Ala. Mobile County, road 
to the Misa. state line with State Convicts doing the work. The paving of the 
Toulminville-Citrenelle project was supervised by another engineer while I was 
looking after the convict construction project from Crichton to the Miss.-Ala. | 
state line. This project was for grading and drainage and was completed in Jan. 
1932. 


In Feb. 1932 I went to Atmore, Ala. as Chief of a survey party to make a survey 
on U.S. 31 from Atmore towards Brewton to Sardis Church, a distance of six ailes. 
Returned to Nobile on week-ends. The survey was completed in about two months and 
I returned to Mobile with the field date to begin preparation of plans for paving 
the Atmore-Sardis Church project with concrete. I did not get the plans completed. 


About May 15, 1932 I was notified by the State Highway Department that my 
scrvices would not be needed after the end of May. Similar notice had been served 
on more than half of all State employees since the new administration took office 
in Montgomery Jan. 1931. No money was available to continue the usual road 
construction prograsz. 


On all State projects listed above and on which I was Project Engineer I was 
furnished all the help I needed, such as Inatrumentmen, Inspectors, Rodmen and 
Chainnmen who were State employees. , 

I was without employment from June 1, 1932 to October when I went to work with 
the U.S. Engineers as an Inspector on ship channel dredging between Mobile and Sand 
Island in Mobile Bay. This work was completed the last of May 1933, 


& 
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I was cnemployed from June to October when I was employed by the State 
Forestry Service as a Senior Foreman in a Civilian Conservation Corns camp near 
Jackson, Ala, in Clarke County where we built forest trails, fire breaks and 
extinguished forest fires in private and public tirbered lands. The camp was 
discontinued at the end of November 1934. 


In- early December 1934 I was called back to the Highvay Department, by phone, 
and I began work on December 6. I moved from Jackson, Ala. (Elliott House) to 
Hobile and was attached temporarily to a convict camp North of Eight Mile and in 
charge of traffic sign work on State Roads until the end of March 1935, 


On April 1, 1935 I was transferred to Eutaw, Ala., Greene County, as Chief of 
a survey party to make a survey on U.S. 11 from Eutaw Southwest through Boligee, 
Ala. to the Tombigbee River at Epes, Ala., a distance of 14 niles. When the survey 
was completed in early suumer of 1935, I was made project engineer on the construc- 
tion of # 4.0 mile project on U.S. 11 between Eutav and Tuscaloosa, in Creene 
County. Before the project was completed another engineer was assigned to it and 
on May 1, 1936 I was transferred to York, Ala. in Symter County as Project Engineer 
On an undarpass to be built on U.S, 11 under the Alabawa, Tennessee and Northern 
Raflroad Yard under 8 tracks. When the underpass was completed in the Spring of 
1937 I was assigned to a road project, grading, drainage, bridges and bituminous 
pavenent, from York South towards Butler to the Choctaw County line, a distance of 
10.0 miles, and was completed in December 1938. 


In Jan. 1939 I was assigned to a grading, drainage and bridge project fron 
Scratch Hill, approximately 4 miles South of York, East to Bellamy, a distance of 
four miles. In the Spring of 1939 and before the project was completed another 
engineer was assisned to the project to complete it and I was instructed by the 
Division Engineer to supervise the construction of a 70-man convict camp at 
Livingston, Ala. Convicts were being removed from the coal mines in Alabama and 
were to be used by the State Highvay Lepartment to maintain the State roads and 
bridges. This setup was to be a State Wide Progran. 


The camp at Livingston was completed in the summer and convicts were moved into 
the camp in Augest 1939. A Camp Superintendent was in charge of the convicts and 
I was District Engineer in charge of Maintenance of roads and bridges. The convicts 
at Camp Livingston were used to maintain all State roads and bridgea in Greene, 
Bale and Sumter cowmties and some in Naringo County. I remained at Camp Livingston 
as District Engineer for almost 7 years. When I woved to Yerk in 1936 to build the 
underpass I was expected to be tbera about eight months, which was the tine limit 
for coxpleting the project, but I remained in Sumter County almost ten years on 
construction and maintenance of roads and bridges. 


In March 1946 I was transferred to the Third Division Office in Tuscaloosa, 
Ala, as Assistant Diwision Zngineer in charge of the Farm-to-Narket Road Program 
in the twelve counties included in the Third Division. As a State employee I was 
contact man between the State Highway Department and the County officials, princi- 
pally the Cownty Engineer, in making surveys and preparing plans for improving their 
County road system. The County Farm-to-Market Road Program was financed by the 
County and State from gasoline tax money on a 50-50 basis. Also an annual a2ppro- 
priation of Federal Funds was made available to each county on a 59-50 matching 
basis by the County or State or both. I was employed on the State~-County aid 
program for a period of seventeen years. 
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4 

Seon after the new administration took office in Jan. 1963 the Highway Depart- 
ment was instructed to retire all employees upon reaching the age of 70. At this 
time I was working in my fourth year after the 70 year age limit fixed by the 
Retirement Act. Rowever, the Retirement Act stipulated that an employee may be 
allowed to vork on a yearly basis subject to approval by his or her immediate. 
superior and the Personnel Board, on submitting a doctor's report as to his health. 
Under the policy of the uew administration of 1963 it vas mandatory that I retire 
at the end of 1963 which was the end of the year previously approved by the previous 
aduinistration. When I retired, Dec. 31, 1963, I had worked for the State Highway 
Departeent 39 years, 6 wonths and 10 days and I was 74 years of age. 


In February 1964 I started to work for A. G. Parker & Son, Consulting Engineers, 
Tuscaloosa, Ala. who were engineering the construction of 15th Street in Tuscaloosa, 
Ala, for the City between Hackberry Lane and the Old Northington Hospital to a four 
lane street, When the project was completed in Kay 1965 the engineering firm had 
no other work for me except in towns too far from Tuscaloosa to cormmte and I did 
mot want to move, Since that date I have been at home as a menber of the Army of 
Retired People. “ 

In the vinter after I bought our home, I eet out a variety of fruit trees in’ 
the back yard, made use of an unused alley behind my lot for a garden sod that has 
given me plenty cf needed exercise together with the necessary lawn work, house 
maintenance and other chores around the house.
